OA under 35 USC §1 12 as failing to comply with the enablement requirement 
In Applicant's response of 1/26/04 to the OA, the following conditional request 
for constructive assistance was Included (emphasis added): 

Conditional request for interview and constructive assistance 

Based on the arguments herein, the specification and claims of this application are 
proper, definite, enabled, and define novel subject matter which is also non- 
obvious. If, for any reason, this application is not believed to be in full condition 
for allowance, the Applicant respectfully requests an interview at which the 
constructive assistance and suggestions of the Examiner pursuant to MPEP 
2173.02 and 707.07 (j) are requested in order that the undersigned can place this 
application in allowable condition as soon as possible and without the need for 
further proceedings. In particular, should the Examiner continue to believe 
that the application should be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 
for lack of enablement, Applicant requests this interview for the purpose of 
discussion, constructive assistance, and demonstration of the invention prior 
to any unfavorable final action on this application. 

During the requested interview, the Applicant would like to demonstrate the 
invention to show that it is, indeed, enabled by the specification, and to receive 
the constructive assistance of the Examiner. 

In addition, in the most recent OA, the Examiner states that argument that 
Tognazzini is irrelevant to and teaches away from the amended claims. . is not 
persuasive," The applicant would like to have the opportunity to address the 
Examiner's concerns with the Applicant's argument, which seems fully 
persuasive to the Applicant. However, the O.A. does not explain the basis under 
which the argument Is found to be unpersuasive. Thus, the Applicant hopes that 
the Examiner could explain this more fully during the interview and these 
concerns addressed. 
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In addition, the Applicant would lik to discuss any other outstanding issues that, 
in the view of the Examiner, need to b resolved before a patent can be allowed.
